HIGHER  EDUCATION. 
address  bt  db.  uc.  ooen  at  baht  oraxsi. 
Reported  far  the  Saturday  (hmtU. 

Last  Friday  Evening,  (29th  ulLJ  Na¬ 
tional  Hall  at  East  Orange  wee  filled 
with  a  most  intelligent  audience  to  listen 
to  an  addreaa  given  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Essex  County  Teechert  Association, 
by  Dr.  Me.  Cosh  President  of  Princeton 
College, upon  the  subject  ol  higher  Educa 
tion.  Dr.  Me.  Ooeh  was  warmly  greeted  by 
the  audience  upon  hie  appearance  upon  the 
platform.  His  head  is  partially  bald,  hla 
hair  ia  gray,  and  hit  fair  complexion  is 
irradiated  by  the  gleam  of  hit  piercing 
gray  eyes.  The  stranger  at  once  feels  that 
he  is  looking  Into  the  fees  of  no  ordinary 
moo.  He  movre  bis  h<  arere  by  the  simple 
strength  of  bis  reasoning,  and  bis  wonder- 
ful  knowledge  of  things  end  their  relations, 
not  by  any  of  the  graces  of  oratory.  The 
hear  r  feels  aa  he  li<(cnt  with  intense  in 
ferret  to  his  sddrew,  that  it  le  the  triumph 
of  pure  intellectual  power*,  above  all  words 
and  far^a  He  It  a  noble  exemplar  of  that 
higher  education,  which  he  received  in  hie 
native  country,  end  for  which  pleads  in 
this,  bis  adopted  land. 

He  said  It  le  the  first  doty  of  the  state 
to  provide  cleim-nUry  inmraciloDt.  There 
err  admirable  elementary  schools  in  this 
country,  the  best  in  the  world,  fie  would 
not  esy  they  could  not  be  improved, 
He  helieved  there  was  ample  opportunity. 
We  should  not  be  satisfied  .. ith  giving 
the  children  of  to  day  each  an  education 
at  oar  ancestors  gave  the  children  of  their 
day.  The  requirements  ot  the  present  age 
of  tha  world  are  greater,  than  they  have 
hem  in  the  past,  lie  was  glad  that  much

lit  country. 


Parra  le  should  constrain  their  childrsu  to 
get  an  education,  and  If  nwceowsry,  the  Uw 
should  constrain  the  parents  to  give  it  to 
them.  Tbe  young  should  know  enough 
know  what  the  law*  are,  under  which 
they  Uve,  that  they  may  become  law  abid¬ 
ing  citixens.  Prussia  owes  IU  proud  posi¬ 
tion  and  influence  as  a  nation,  more  to  its 
compulsory  school  laws,  than  to  all  other 
things  combined.  '  Prnsata  is  rising  in  eou- 
sequtnee  more  rapidly,  than  any  other 
nation  in  the  world.  He  bad  traveled 
through  tbe  towns  and  cities  of  Pruaia 
and  found  all  the  boys  in  school.  In  those 
place*  no  street  famine  are  seen,  such  as 
are  seen  in  large  numbers  in  the  cities  oi 
this  country.  The  people  are  pleased 
with  the  school  law  and  cheerfully  obey 
its  provisions.  He  could  not  find  any 
complaint  on  the  part  of  the  poor- 
A  more  systematic  inspection  of  schools  is 
needed  in  this  country.  The  American 
system  is  falling  behind  that  of  the  coun¬ 
tries  ot  Europe  in  this  i  espect.  Therein 
spec'.ors  and  aubinupectou,  who  have  ■ 
professional  education  for  tbe  work,  are 
appointed.  They  are  obliged  to  visit  a 
of  the  schools,  as  often  as  once  in  six 
months,  making  a  careful  inspection  of 
their  conditippo.  Each  pupil  is  examined 
and  a  record  ot  hia  standing  made  in 
book,  for  tbe  reference  of  the  people  and 
the  local  authorities.  By  higher  inotruc 
tion  meant  that  which  ia  given  in  colleges, 
high  schools  and  academies.  There  are 
an  abundant  number  of  colleges  in  this 
country,  althoug  many  of  them  are  not 
of  a  high  order,  living  little  more  than 
high  schools.  By  a  process  ot  natural  ae 
lectian,,  ultimately  ouly  the  atrongest 
will  survive.  Benevolent  men  should  aid 
old  colleges,  rather  than  found  new  oues. 

One  well-endowed,  large  college  is  bet 
ter  than  several  small, feeble  colleges.  The 
common  schools  of  the  country  do  no  fit 
boys  for  college,  eo  there  is  a  gap  to  be 
supplied  between  the  common  schools  and 
the  college.  In  every  achool  there  is  a  cer¬ 
tain  number  who  are  premising  students, 
and  have  a  taste  tor  higher  knowledge 
The  question  in  how  shall  thia  demand 
be  met)  Only  a  few  are  able  to  spend 
four  or  five  hundred  dollars  a  year,  upon 
each  boy,  to  send  him  to  a  private  school, 
to  fit  for  collage.  It  is  not  for  the  good 
of  the  boys  to  send  them  a  long  distance 
from  home  to  boarding  schools.  They  lose 
a  mother’s  tender  care,  and  a  fair’s 
watchful  guidance,  at  a  most  critical  por 
tion  of  their  lives.  Many  of  the  boarding 
schools  are  tar  from  fit  places  to  which 
t*  send  the  young.  He  wished  there  was 
some  man  of  the  genius  oi  Dickens  to 
write  the  story  ot  the  boarding  achool  of 
tbit  country.  Teachers  of  such  schools 
cannot  act  independently  iu  governing 
their  pupils,  and  if  necessury  remove  the 
vicious,  because  they  are  in  such  large 
measure,  dependent  upon  their  patronage 
for  support.  , 

A  set  of  free  upper  schools,  dr  high 
schools,  is  needed  in  this  couutry,  *o 
that  all  who  desire  can  gain  a  higher 
education  «t  home.  If  one  town  is  r.ot 
able  to  support  n  high  school  alone,  let 
several  adjoining  towns  unite  and  tax 
themselves  for  the  purpose.  No  matter 
if  some  do  have  to  go  several  miles  to 
school.  This  will  develop  the  manhood  oi 
tbe  boy.  There  need  be  no  fear*  tor  a  boy 
who  loves  education  well  enough  to  do 
thia  When  a  boy  of  good  parts  has  a 
taste  for  knowledge,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  country  to  give  him  an  education.  It 
is  his  right.  Probable  nine  tenths  of  the 
pupils  ol  these  high  schools  would  not  go 
to  collage,  but  this  higher  education  will 
yive  men,  and  women  too,  (/'or  they  are 
included,)  higher  taste,  and  make  them 
more  useful  members  of  society.  In  Ger 
many,  pupils  after  leaving  the  elementary 
schools  attend  the  “gymnasia."  The»e 
school!  give  an  education  about  equal  to 
that  obtained  at  the  end  of  the  sophom.ire 
year  in  American  collages.  Most  of  the 
towns  haves  these  schools.  Each  school 
has  several  professors  wbo  are  learned  men 
and  graduates  of  the  universities.  Ap¬ 
pointed  to  tbe  civil  service  of  tbe  country 
are  made  from  those,  who  pass  the  exam¬ 
inations  and  graduate  from  “gymnasia.” 
Appointments  are  made  for  merit  alone, 
fa  this  country  one  party  charges  the  other 
with  corruption  and  fraud.  The  adminis¬ 
tration  is  held  responsible  for  the  dishon¬ 
esty  and  inefficiency  of  government  officers. 
The  burden  is  two  great  for  one  man  to 
appoint  all  the  officer*  of  the  government 
It  is  im|»o«aible  to  do  it  properly.  There 
should  be  a  system  of  appointing  men 
from  the  schools  upon  merit  alone.  Then 
the  government  would  have  the  services 
of  some  of  the  best  men  in  the  contry. 
Scotland,  a  cuutry  of  only  three  and  s 
hall  millions  of  people,  owes  their  num 
her  of  itx  men  who  have  become  distin 
gaished  to  the  higher  education  given  in 
its  schools.  He  received  higher  instruc 
lions  there  in  bis  you#i  in  a  village  of  uct 
more  then  two  hundred  inhabitants.  Mas 
sachusetts,  by  an  o|d  colonial  law,  requir¬ 
ed  ever  town  of  oae  hundred  families  to 
support  a  public  high  school.  H*ia«chu- 
setts,  With  the  other  New  England  States, 
is  better  supplied  with  high  schools,  than 
any  other  part  of  the  country.  This  is  the 
reason  that  so  many  men  in  those  state* 
have  achieved  eminence  iu  all  the  various 
pursuits  of  life. 

YaJe  and  Howard  have  more  students 
than  any  other  colU,.rs  in  the  country  lie- 
caose  they  are  surrpaoded  by  high  schools, 
which  furnish  the  students.  Princeton 
languishes  b-esuse  there  are  few  high 
vciisols  around  it.  It  is  obliged  to  draw 
it*  student*  from  many  and  distant  tste*. 
Tbe  children  *f  the  rich  and  poor  should 
be  io  school  together  for  the  Lord  is  the 
maker  of  both.  U  is  good  for  the  poor 
and  good  for  the  rich.  At  Princeton  they 
had  the  sons  oi  some  of  the  richest|msn 
in  the  country,  snd  tbe  sons  of  someot  the 
poorest.  They  never  turned  a  poor  boy  of 
good  character  and  ability  sway  for  lack  of 
means.  They  took  them  by  the  hand 
snd  encoaragod  them  In  every  way 
Some  wealthy  friend  of  the  college,  by 
their  generosity,  enabled  him.  to  give  to 
poor  boys,  who  were  deserving  *nch  pecu 
niary  aid  as  teemed  wise.  He  thought 
the  Oranges  should  unite  to  support  s 
high  school.  If  It  were  done  here  other 
places  would  follow  the  lead  and  do 
the  same.  New  Jersey  hss  the  reputation 
ot  being  conservative,  It  has  not  spent 
much  money  upon  lu  high  schools  In  tbe 
past.  It  le  fare,  if  It  la  slow,  aud  he  hoped 
a  movement  wonld  be  made  here  which 
would  be  felt  in  Its  influence  upon  the 
schools  of  this  state,  and  those  of  other 
•tstii,  yean  hence.  Upon  motion  of  Col 
Baker,  seconded  by  Mr.  Trneedell,  the 
greet  ednoator  who  ha*  so  dlstiugnishrd 
himself  in  both  hemisphere*,  waa  thanked 
by  tha  people  present  for  bi*  able  add 
in  acknowledgment,  Dr.  Me,  Ceeh  stated 
that  be  should  be  very  happy  to  come 
and  speak  agala  upon  the  dedication  of 
high  scheol  for  this  district

AND  PRACTICE  OF  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWER 
AOS.* 

Of  all  the  problems  embraced  w  ithin  the 
scope  of  sanitary  science,  none  ,si«  more 
important  or  should  claim  »  laiger  ahareof 
attention  than  those  connected  with  drsin- 
agu  and  sewerage.  Since,  of  all  the  iuuuut 
erablt  cause*  which  singly  or  combined, 
engender  pr  ventsble  disease,  the  most 
wide  spread  and  most  certain  is  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  an  uudue  amount  oi  moisture  in 
the  sell.  When  we  consider  how  universal 
is  She  presence  ot  water  i*  all  created 
matter  farming  qjic  larger  portion  of  the 
great  glebe  Itself,  »ud  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  all  animal  and  vegetable  *ub- 
staucs,  constituting  .96  p  rta'iu  ,1,006  of 
tbe  blood,  789  parts  of  the  bruin,  and 
756  parts  of  the  muscle;  when  we  consider, 
also  the  amazing  power  as  a  selvcnt,  dis¬ 
solving  matter  aud  absorbing  Its  consti¬ 
tuent  guses  with  an  incomprehensible  avi¬ 
dity,  when  we  think  of  its  equally  won¬ 
derful  erosive  power,  wearing  away  moun¬ 
tains  and  plains,  snd  washing  tbe  plains 
into  the  sea,  and  recognize  it  a*  the  pre¬ 
vailing  and  most  potent  ol  all  tho  power# 
oftiature,  we  cannot  wonder  at  the  impor¬ 
tant  part  it  fill*  for  good  and  evil  in  the 
history  of  the  World.  To  the  action  of 
water  is  due,  to  a  large  extent,  the  topo¬ 
graphical  configuration  of  the  earth. 
The  great  upheaving  lorees  that  elevated 
the  mountain  chains  were  limited  in  their 
effects  and  duration,  when  compared  with 
the  abrading  forces  of  tbe  iceberg,  and 
theero*  on  of  the  waters.  The  latter  is  un¬ 
ceasing  in  its  activity,  destroying  and  re¬ 
creating,  snd  were  the  earth's  internal 
fires  to  sleep  unmoved  forever,  so  long  os 
tbe  dew  falls  and  the  clouds  lorm,  so  long 
for  all  lime  will  the  surface  ot  the  globe 
undergo  constant  snd  increasing  change 
from  the  uction  of  water.  Does  it  Dot, 
than,  behoove  all  me*  to  know  yrell  this 
element  of  life  snd  death,  tj  study  it  not 
only  with  tbe  microscope  as  it  exists  in  the 
dew  drpp,  snd  learn  its  constituents,  bnt 
to  study  it  snd  know  it  in  its  all  pervad 
ing  cliaractar,  in  the  rivulet,  the  river  and 
the  sea  in  it*  hidden  channels  through  the 
fissures  of  the  primitive  rocks,  hut  above 
all  in  the  mpereaturatod  rutU  rrhich  tur 
round  them  on  se try  aide? 

Let  ua  follow  it  lor  a  moment  as  it  rises 
in  vapor  on  a  summer's  day;  see  it  floating 
upward  iu  fleecy  clouds  until,  in  a  higher 
stratum  of  air,  it  condenses  snd  gathers 
into  black  masses  that  roll  and  mingle, 
white  amid  quick  flashes  of  electric  dis¬ 
charge  and  reverbrating  thunder  it  des¬ 
cends  in  copious  volumes.  The  parched 
soil  eagerly  drinks  it.  Drooping  vegeta 
tion  revives,  and  tl^e  green  earth  smiles 
in  beauty  from  its  refreshing  influences. 
Were  this  to  Occur  only  st  such  Limes 
in  sack  quantities  as  are  alooo 
cessary,  men  would  lire  in  a  perpetual 
paradise;  but  unfortunately  far  more  water 
descends  upon  the  enrth  thin  is  absorbed  or 
required  for  vegetation.  By  reaaon  of 
the  physical  conformation  of  the  surface  a 
large  portion  of  it  passes  by  the  rivers  to 
the  sea,  but  a  very  lurge  portion  is  perman¬ 
ently  retained  in  the  soil  iq  excess  of  its 
requirements.  And  this  portion  is  tbe 
principal  source  of  huiiiau  misery  through¬ 
out  tbe  world.  Man  meets  it  as  his  great 
enemy  on  tbe  threshold  ol  exi.tencc.  He 
meets  it  wherever  he  goes;  lu  every  part  ol 
the  inhabited  and  uninhabited  earth —  iu 
the  crowded  city,  iu  this  secluded  hamtcl 
— it  follows  him  like  an  unseen  spectre. 
Its  noikomc  vapors  envelop  him  like  s  man 
tie;  they  chill  the  warm  blood  in  his  Veins; 
they  pane  Irate  Into  his  longs  snd  disturb 
all  his  organs  of  vitulity  When  once 
they  gain  s  foothold  in  hi#  system,  and 
t  burning  fever  fills  bis  veins  with  hot 
blood  snd  bis  brain  with  delirium,  the 
crisis  of  his  life  has  come.  Even  if  he  re 
Covers,  a  power  has  gone  from  him.  never 
to  return;  he  rises  trom  bis  bed  like  Sam 
son  shorn.  The  old  vitality  never  comes 
back.  I  appeal  to  tbe  medic  1 1  profession 
to  confirm  the  truth  ot  this  statement  I* 
there  a  physician  of  extended  practice  iu 
either  hemisphere  who  ha<  not  witbin  tbe 
last  twelve  months  bad  under  bis  charge 
fifty  nr  n  hundred  cases  of  sickness,  d in¬ 
directly  or  indirectly  to  malarial  influences) 
yet  what  s  strange  indifference  the  great 
public  exhibits  upon  this  subject!  But  s 
short  time  ago  the  whole  British  empire 
was  filled  wltbs  doep  anxiety  and  expect¬ 
ant  sorrow  st  ths  severe  illness  and  pros¬ 
pective  death  of  the  heir  apparent  to  tbe 
throne  an  illness  due  to  a  preventable 
cause  arising  from  imperfect  drainage.  Tlie 
destinies  ofs  great  nation  spp.irenUy  hang 
upon  this  single  thread,  an  I  the  subject 
became  as  widely  known  and  discussed  as 
say  event  of  tbe  age.  and  yet  probably 
net  one  in  a  hundred  thousand,  either  in 
Europe  or  America,  hss  deemed  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  exaininu  the  surroundings  of  his 
own  domicile  to  sea  if  the  like  souice  of 
dise.ee  doss  not  exist  st  hit  own  door. 
Ua  thu  contrary  we  have  only  to  look 
about  us  to  see  on  every  hand  Individuals 
constructing  edifice*,  snd  communities 
constructing  town*  and  cities, with  a  rack 
less  indifference  lo  future  consequences;  In 
utter  violation  of  th«*«-  laws  end  princi¬ 
ples  upon  which  depends  life  itself.
